DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is responsive to papers filed on 2/ 1 8/ 1 0 . 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to applicant's amendment received on 2/18/10, all requested changes to the 
specification and claims have been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 2/18/10, with respect to claims 1,9, 15 and 23 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C 103(a) rejections of claims 1,9, 15 
and 23 have been withdrawn. 

35 U.S.C. 101 Positive Statement 

4. As to claim 1 and 15, many steps of the process claim inherently require the use of a 
particular machine, such as a processor. Furthermore, the image is converted into a layer 
thickness measurement which corresponds to a transformation. Therefore the claim satisfies the 
requirements of the "machine or transformation" test and is statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1,9, 15 and 23, please refer to the Applicant's remarks, filed on 2/18/10, for 
the reasons of allowance.
